Without Warning, the Insane Man 
Opened Fire on His Fellows, 
Killed One Outright and 

Mortally Weunded 
Three Others. 


Portland, Me., April 24.—One of the 
bloodiest tragedies in the history of 
Portland in recent years occurred this 
afternoon on the fourth floor of the 
buliding occupied by the New England 
Telephone Company. 

‘The principal actor in the affair was 
George H. Brainerd, a foreman elec- 
triclan. who has been employed for the 
cOmpany for almost twenty years. For 
some unknown reason and without the 
slightest provocation, while chatting 
with his fellow workmen he whipped out 
a S3§-caliber revolver and opened fire on 
the party around him. He was evidently 
an expert marksman, for in a brief space 
of time he killed one man outright, fa- 


_ tally wounded another man and probably 


moor or the buiiding. There 


fatally wounded two others. 
made an attempt to kill Deputy Marshal 
W. A. Frith when the officer tried to 
place him under arrest. 

The man who was killed outright was 
H. Farnham, of Boston, the electrical 
engineer of the New England Telephone 
Company. Earl Buxton, another victim, 
died in the k tal tonight. Elmer Z. 
Kane, of Mechanic Fall, and James 

adsworth, ef Lewiston, are believed to 
be fatally ‘injured. 

The only charitable motive that can 
be assigned for the crime is insanity, 
yet neither before nor after the tragedy 
did Brainerd exhitit any marked ei- 
dence ot mental derangement. 

The men in the tragedy were employees 
of the telephone company, and, exceptin 
Mr. Farnham, were engaged in ins 

} system on the 


men in the crew and Brainerd had 
harge. of the work. Mr. Farnham having 
general , oversight. The entire force. 
which was attached to the general office 
in Boston, had been at work for three 
or four months. Mr. Farnham came 
down from Boston last night to look 
over the portion completed. 
This morning the men went to work 
as ustal and nothing out of the ordinary 
occurred up to noon time. Just before 
2 o’clock Mr. Farnham and Mr. Brainerd 
walked over to the corner of the room, 
where a carpenter was at work. Brain- 
erd gave the carpenter a few instryc- 
tions and then he and Mr. Farnham 
walked away, talking in a friendly man- 
ner. They passed down by the long 
switch board to the end, where they 
stopped. Then the report of a revolver 
rang out. The workmen saw Mr. Farn- 
Ham fall to the floor with Brainerd stand- 
ing over him with a smoking revolver in 
his hand. : 
‘Brainerd did not remain inactive for a 
moment after shooting Mr. ‘Farnham, 
but he immediately opened fire on the 
other workmen. ‘A panic followed and 
every man endeavored to get under cover 
to escape the bullets which were flying 
in every direction. 


Dodging Bullets. 


Some attempted to escape through a 
hole in the floor, but they were unable 
to squeeze themselves through and were 
then obliged to take a chance at dodging 
bullets as they ran for the stairway. 
Some of the men dodged behind boxes 
and benches until they had a chance to 
escape, but three of them were unable to 
reach a plate of safety. 

When Brainerd shot Mr. Farnham, Lane 
and Wadsworth were working together 
directly acrcss the room, and before they 
could make the slizhtest move Brainerd 
turned his revolver on them and opened 
fire. Wadsworth fell to the floor, while 
Lane, who was hot hit at this time, made 
a dagh for a ci¢set in a corner of the 
room. Buxton was standing at a bench 


near the head of the stairway, and Brain- 


erd, taking dellberate aim, sent a bullet 
straight through his body. Buxton fell 
to the floor but remained partly cons 8. 
He saw Brainérd come over io th e 


of the stairway and reload the revolver 


and then start toward the closet in 
which Lane had taken shelter. Brainerd 
went to that closet apparently with the 
deliberate intention of killing Lane, and 
although he did not kill him instantly, he 
inflicted wounds which the physician be- 
lieve will prove fatal. Lane made a game 
fight for life. but fell twice wounded, 
while Buxton ran down stairs and was 
cared for. ; 

Brainerd then was alone on the fourth 
fluor with his three victims, but he imme- 
diately started down to the operating 
room, shouting “Send for the police.“

Columbus. Ga., April 24.—(Special.)—The 
first fruit of the visit made through the 
south by the party of educators and 
philanthropists led by Mr. Robert C. 
Ogden fell to Columbus, Ga., tonight 
when Mr. George Foster Peabody, of 
New York, a member of the party, gave 
practically $60,000 for the benefit of phil- 
anthropic purposes. 

Mr. Peabody’s Offer. 

Through Mr. C. B. Gibson, superin- 
tendent of the public schools, he gave $35,- 
000 for building a Young Men’s Christian 
Association building, provided another 
$15,000 was raised, and a lot was secured 
and sufficient money guaranteed to insure 
the reasonable running expenses. 

Twenty thousand to a similar negro 
institution was given under like limita- 
tions. ; 

Two thousand toward buying a lot not 
to cost over $10,000 necessary for the 
acceptance of the offer of Mr. Carnegie 
to erect a $50,000 public library. 

A $1,000 gift toward the industrial school 
of the Columbus ‘public schools. 

Mr. Peabody addressed 150 business men 
tonight on the subject of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, stating that 
he did not like to make a newspaper of- 
fer or one in the air’’ for some one to 
meet, but wanted the disposition evi- 
denced so as to induce him to make it. 
Steps were at once taken to meet and 
a Young Men’s Christian Association 
formed. A canvass will be taken in the 
next two days and the body will meet 
again next Friday night to accept the 
offer of $35,000. 

Mr. Peabody leaves in his private car 
tomorrow for Thomasville and will has- 
ten back to the north. While here 
was the guest of hts coustt, Hen. Prancets 
D. Peabody. : 3 

Former Citizen of Columbus. 

Mr. Peabody is a native of Georgia, 
having removed from Columbus to New 
York thirty-five years aso, and having 
since that time met with the phenomenal 
success that makes him one of the most 
prominent men in the country. 

Although still under fifty years of 
age, he is identified with a number of 
the oldest business institutions in New 
York, and at present is managing part- 
ner of the large banking firm of Spencer, 
Trask & Co. He is likewise recognized as 
a philanthropist of broad svirit and deep- 
ly interested in the educational develop- 
ment and wrogress of the south. Whey 
therefore Mr. Ogden was making up his 
party for their recent tour. Mr. Peabodv 
was one of the leading spirits in the 
movement, and subsequently one of the 
most careful students of the various in- 
stitutions visited, as well as of the gen- 
eral conditions of the neople both edu- 
cationally and socially. 

He was one of the regular attendants 
at the various sessions of the educational 
congress held recently in Winston, N. 
C., and stated in an interview with 
friends at Tuskegee that that congress 
was one of the utmost significance and 
that the questions discussed were han- 
dled by what he considered the most in- 
telligent, most thoughtful and brainiest 
men that could have been brought to- 
gether for any purpose. 


They Discussed the Needs. 

Among the Georgia representatives at 
the convention was Professor C. B. Gib- 
gon, superintendent of the public schools 
of Columbus, and one of the most ad- 
vanced educators in the south. With Mr. 
Peabody he discussed many of the educa- 
tional needs of the state, and was en- 
couraged to believe that the former Geor- 
gian was deenly impressed with the idea 
or contributing in some way toward the 
progress and advancement of his native 
town. When, therefore, several days 
later, Mr. Gibson, accompanied by Mr. 
Carson, president of the board of educa- 
tion in Columbus, met Mr. Peabody again 
at Tuskegee, their interview resulted in 
the latter’s determination to separate 
himself from the Ogden party, and ac- 
cordingly he left for Columbus Tuesday 
evening, arriving there Wednesday morn- 
ing. A meeting of the most prominent 
citizens of the city was called and they 
in consideration of the propositions made 
by Mr. Peabody readily and enthusias- 
tically agreed to the terms. 

During the tour through the south Mr. 
Peabody was among those who emphat- 


| ically stated that the trip was to study 


and investigate all the educational insti- 
tutions, including both white and col- 
ored, and his liberal donation to both the 
white and colored people of Columbus 
substantiates his statement. 

It has been aptly observed that the 
south was somewhat remiss in not send- 
ing to the educational] convention at Win- 
ston a larger corps of representative 
men, who might have entered more fully 
into the debates, which were largely 
along educational lines, and which were 
for the most part led by northern educa- 
tors, philanthropists and thinkers. Argu- 
ment of a more genera! nature might have 
been of mutual benefit. From the south- 
ern men, those of other sections might 
acquire a great deal of the knowledge 
that only experience gives, while those 
satisfied by experience might profit by 
the rational or theoretical observation of 
those who are students of the subjects 
involved. If there is a disposition on the 
part of northern philanthropists to dis- 
burse money among the institutions of 
the south, their investigation of these in- 
stitutions should be encouraged, and

People Fleeing fom Their Home 


Along the: Ohi, 
CLIMAX: OF FLOOD TO COME 


Water Will Attain Greater Height 
Than Predicted—More Suffer- 
ing in Kentucky Than in 

Ohio--Fire Engines on 
5 Flat Boats. 


Cincinnati, O., April 24.—The flood out- 
look in the middle Ohio valley is not as 
encouraging tonight as expected. The pre- 
dicted limit of fifty-eight feet will be 
Passed and the estimated limit at other 
points will be more than has been esti- 
mated. It is also evident now that when 
the limit is reached in the middle Ohio 
valley that it will be stationary for some 
time and the fall much slower than was 
anticipated, even if there is no second 
rise. This is attributed to rising waters 
in the Big Sandy,-Muskingum and other 
tributaries above Cincinnati. All sorts 
of reports come from Catlettsburg tonight 
about rains in the Cumberland moun- 
tains of northeastern Kentucky and from 
Huntington about heavy rains tonight in 
the southern and eastern parts of West 
Virginia. At both of these places as well 
as at Ashland, Ironton, Portsmouth and 
intermediate points there is much uneasi- 
ness reported tonight and at some places 
people are preparing for the worst. 

Another Flood Feared. 
The weather bureau map tonight shows 
rains prevailing in ine east that may 
move westward into the Alleghentes and 
start another flood in the Ohio while its 
lower tribartaries begin rising tonight. 

At 6 o'clock this evening the stage of 
the Ohio here was 57.5, but since 3 p. m. 
the rate of rise was reduced from one 
inch per hour to almost one-half inch 
per hour. The stage at 6 o' clock is 7.5 feet 
above the danger line and the rate of ris- 
ing indicates 58 feet after midnight. Al- 
though the rate of rising is gradually de- 

ng, the flood here will exceed the 
“yartt’ or itty-etent feet. Esti- 
mates on the rise that is in sight up the 
river indicate that the Ohio will not be- 
come stationary until tomorrow afternoon 
when ft is not expected to exceed 58.5 feet, 
or 8.5 feet above the danger line. Since it 
became evident that the stage would ex- 
ceed 58 feet there is much stir and incon- 
venience here tonight. Business men and 
manufacturers in the bottoms will suffer 
more than was expected and many more 
families will be driven out of their homes 
along the Ohio to the south and along 
Mill creek valley on the west and along 
the Little Miami on the east side, than 
were anticipated in tHe earller prepara- 
tions. 
Water Up To Treetops. 

On the Kentucky side, in proportion to 
the population, many more have been 
driven from their homes than on the Ohio 
side. In the Taylor bottoms between New- 
port and Bellevue, Ky., the water is up 
to the treetops and the street car lines 
are compelled to transfer their passen- 
gers for Bellevue and Dayton, Ky. The 
latter place is very largely inundated and 
owing to a swell in the Licking river it 
is estimated that about a square mile of 
Newport is inundated. Boats are used in 
reaching the Newport race track. 

In Covington, Ky., the John Brenner 
brewery has suffered great loss by back 
waters and some families in that local- 
ity have been driven from their homes. 
People are sheltered in churches and pub- 
lic buildings and none are destitute. 

Mayor Fleischmann, Police Chief 
Deitsch and other Cincinnati officials 
made another tour of the flocsded districts 
today arranging for all necessary relief 
and all possible: protection. Fire engines 
and hose carts have been placed on flat- 
boats ready for any emergency and the 
police have patrol boats, The police as- 
sisted today at.the funeral of John Grif- 
fin, colored, from one of the flooded tene- 
ment houses. where beats had to be used. 

The street railways have adjusted some 
cars for use on the east and west sides 
for rapid transit across the flooded tracks 
and then transfers are made to the 
other cars. The motors are raised so 
as to run through three feet of water. 

Woman Leaps to Death. 

One man fell off a boat today and was 
drowned and another off a log raft near 
the public landing. A woman jumped 
from the suspension bridge, evidently 
with intent to suicide. . 

The horses attached to a hack became 
frightened and plunged down an em- 
bankment into the Mill creek bot tonis. 
while the driver was some distance away 
soliciting paasengers. The horses and 
the hack have not been seen since. 

At New Richmond, O., a summer re- 
sort for Cincinnatians, about fifty fami- 
lies were driven out of their homes to- 
day and many are moving tonight. The 
situation there is quite serious. 

People in the eastern portion of Mays- 
ville, Ky., are greatly alarmed, as the 
water is reaching their residences. 

At Huntington, W. Va., the river reg- 
istered 57.2 feet at 6 o'clock and was still 
rising and the rain falling in sheets. 
The rise continued later and the storm 
soon increased., The small streams are 
booming tonight and it looks like the 
Traffic ' on 
the interstate lines as well as the street 
ears there has ceased and the electric 
light plant is threatened. Central City, 
an adjacent town, is under water to- 
night. The schoolhouses, railroad sta- 
tions and freighthouses and even the 
jail are utilized for the homeless. Guyan- 
dotte is entirely cut off from the outside 
world with every street flooded. The 
water has reached the second story of 
the Riverside hotel. i

EMPLOYED TO FILE SUIT 


Several Atlanta Liquor Dealers Who 
Have Been Handling Imitation 


A number of suits win be filed in the 
United States court g the result of the 
seizures made in Atlanta of liquors with 
imitation foreign labels on them. 

Messrs. John L. Hopkins & Sons have 
been employed to bring suit against the 
parties both on the ciyli and criminal side 
of the court. 

They will be prosecuted for a violation 
of section 3449 of the revised statutes, 
which provides that any liquors made in 
this country and sold under the pretense 
of being imported goods through having 
upon them an imitation foreign label, 
shall be seized by the collector of inter- 
nal revenue and sold dy him in accord- 
ance with law.

considerable commotion among the liquor 
dealers of the city. a

~ Waat Mr. Strauss Says. 

Mr. Strauss was a very busy man yes- 
‘terdev. He has a pirgcticed eye and can 
tell an imitation fore label as easy as 
a bank ceshier can tell a eounterfait five 
dollar note. He spent very little time in 
the Kimball where he stops. About 8 
o’cleck he came in from a fresh raid on 
spuricus goods that he had just made and 
ir. talking with a representative of The 
Constitution said: 

“I am here representing the Wine and 
Spirits Association of America. This as- 
sociation is composed of the importers of 
foreign goods who have protectlon under 
the law. and they want to ses that the 
law is enforce. 

“I am not a revenue officer myself, but 
I have ample authority from the revenue 
department of the government for every- 
thing I do. I have been accompanied in 
my work here by Deputy Collector Thom- 
as. We have seized a great deal of stuff. 
I do not know what it might be valued at, 
but I suppose there is several thousand 
collars worth, according to the Invoice 
velue of the firms from which they were 
taken. ‘ 5 

We are trying to stop the sale of spu- 
rious foreign goods in this country. There 
are many people who are making all sorts 
of stuff and putting foreign labels on it 
and selling it as genuine. , 

To give you an example: A certain 
perty in Atlanta has been advertising 
genuine Hennessy brandy at $1.25 per bot- 
tle. This goods costs the importer $1.75 
per bottle, and he has got to pay the duty 
on it after that. Now where a man can 
make anything out of it at $1.25 nobody 
can see unless he has a receipt for mak- 
ing the stuff, which few people know any- 
thing about. They may fix up a decoc- 
tion which some people cannot tell, but 
they cannot successfully imitate the la- 
bel. It does not take long to tell from 
that whether or not the stuff is an Imi- 
tation 


Would Not Give the Names. 

Mr. Straiss was asked to give the 
names of those from whom ne 
has seized stuff during his three ¢ays’ 
stay in the city. 

He admitted that he had seized consid- 
erable stuff sent out by a wholesale house 
cn Marietta street, but said he had not 
visited their store. He had received a 
semi-invitation to call there, he said.

“I have employed Messrs, John L. Hop- 
kins & Sons,“ he said, and they are now 
preparing suits for us. We will bring suits 
against these parties both on the civil and 
criminal sides of the court. They have 
violated a section of the revised statutes 
of the United States, thereby making 
themselves criminally liable, and they are 
liable to the asscciation which I repre- 
sent in civil damages.” : 

Mr. Strauss declined to give the names 
of the parties from which he has seized 
stuff, on the ground that many of them 
are innocent of any intentional wrong do- 
ing and that he had left the whole mat- 
ter in the hands of his attorneys, 
“We will not prosecute those who have 
hendled the stuff innocently,” he said. 
“action will be taken only against those 
who have sold the spurious’ stuff know- 
ingly and wilfully.”

CHAINED LIKE WILD BRAST 


“Black Jack” Ketchum Is Hurried 
To the Gallows. 


CONFINED IN A STEEL CAGE 


Ketchum Will Pay the Death Penal- 
ty for Hoiding Up an Express 
n

Trinidad, Col., April. 24.— Black Jack“ 
Ketchum, train robber, will be hanged at 
Clayton, N. M., on Friday. He will pay 
the extreme penalty for the robbery of 
an express train on the Colorado and 
Southern railway at Folsom, N. M., Au- 
gust 16, 1899, 

Ketchum, single handed, held up the 
express train and was wounded in the 
fight put up by the train crew. Two of 
the latter—the conductor and the postal 
clerk—were also wounded. Ketchum was 
shot through the right arm, and after 
escaping had it amputated. After a long 
chase he was run down and taken to 
Folsom for trial. He was given the ex- 
treme penalty—death. 

Since last September Ketchum has been 
in the Union county jail. Rumors hegan 
coming in that outlaw bands of the south- 
west had taken steps for the rascue of 
their comrade. Measures were at once 
taken to prevent such an outcome. It 
was decided to remove Ketchum to Clay- 
ton for execution, The sheriff of Union 
ccrnty, with a strong force of deputies. 
yesterday manacled the prisoner with a 
heavy steel belt around the waist. To this 
belt his left arm was chained, while his 
lewer limbs were bound with steel bands. 

To further insure the enforcement of 
the court’s mandate. Ketchum was con- 
fined in a steel-lined mail car with grated 
windows. Under these precautions the 
trip was begun to Clayton. The party 
passed through this city tojay and the 
sheriff expressed full confidence in his 
ability to deliver his prisoner at Clayton 
before’ Friday and ward off any attempt 
that may be made to wrench him from 
the grasp of the law. ‘ 

A message was received tonight through 
Governor Otero from President McKinley 
granting Thomas Ketchum, alias Black 
Jack.“ who was to have been hung here 
Friday, April 26th, a reprieve until May 
B. 1901. 


REMAINS OF THE LINCOLNS, 


Replaced in the Crypt of the Nation- 
al Monument. 

Springfield, III., April 24.—-The remains 
of Abraham Lincoln and the other mem- 
bers of his family, which have been en- 
tombed in the national Lincoln monu- 
ment, were today replaced in the crypt of 
the monument. Since March 10, 1900, when 
the work of rebuilding the monument ata 
cost to the state of Illionis of $100,000 was 
commenced, they have been reposing in 
a temporary stone vault near the monu- 
ment. The removal was witnessed by 
Governor Yates and other state officials.

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London Papers Exploit the Enter 
prise—Bonds Are Largely Held 
London:

London, April 24—A London firm is 
promoting the old scheme of buying up 
bonds which the southern states issued 
during the reconstruction period and 
which. late, were repudiated by the state 
governments. Tht papers. exploit the 
enterprise, urging bondholders to come 
forward. There is considerable local in- 
terest in the repudiated bonds, which are 
largely held here. Ont bank is reputed to 
hold a majority of the Arkansas issue. 

No Repudiated Virginia Bonds. 

Richmond, Va., April 24.—The Virginia 
debt was finally settled under the Olcott 
agreement and settied satisfactorily. 
There are no repudiated Virginia bonds to 
be bought. There are out, of old obliga- 
tions, the West Virginia certificates, 
which stand for West Virginia’s part of 
the debt of the state before the division. 

Virginia is in nowise obligated for these 
until West Virginia has settled with her. 
West Virginia has declared she will not 
recognize the certificates. Virginia cannot 
be interested in the London deal.

DEAD WIFE’S SISTER BILL. 


Measure Is Once More Before House 
of Commons. 

London, April 24.—T house of com- 
mons today debated the deceased wife's 
sister bill. There is considerable inter- 
est in the outcome. In 1896 the bill passed 
its third reading in the house of lords by 
142 to 104 votes, but it was afterwards 
blocked in the house of commons. King 
Edward's well known interest in the adop- 
tion of the measure, it is hoped by its 
supporters, will help it through on this 
occasion. 

Sir William Guerdon, liberal, in mov- 
ing the second reading today, argued in 
support of his motion that such marriages 
were permitted throughout the United 
States. The opponents of the bill assert- 
ed that it was only introduced in the in- 
terest of certain rich and influential peo- 
ple, who had broken the law and desired 
to be whitewashed.

MOTHER OF CHILD 
NEAR DEATH'S DOOR 


Pathetic Tragedy in the Home of 
Mrs. W. C. Thomas, 50 Ken- 
nedy Street—Baby Died n 

Half Hour After Swal- 
lowing Poison. 


With his baby lips blistered from thé 
burning creosote poison he had swallowed 
in childish ‘grorance, Willie Thomas, the 
little son of Mrs. W. C. Thomas, died in 
his mother’s arms yesterday afternoon 
thirty minutes after he had taken the 
fiery. deadly drug. 

In a few brief minutes a happy home at 
No. 50 Kennedy street had been cast into 
the deepest gloom. A widow, who only 
recently beheld the mangled form of @ de- 
voted husband brought home from a ra. 
road wreck, was called upon yesterday to 
see her only child, a bright, beautiful boy,

| fore two summers had 
| shine of his golden hair. 


kissed the suns 


Seizing a vial of *ewsote which had 
been used by a member of the family for 
an aching tooth, Wilde Themas swal- 
lowed a few drops of the deadly antisep- 
tic. With a cry of pain he rushed into 
bis mother's arms and there he lay and 
breathed his voung life away, although 
every effort was made to countcract the 
effect of the poison. The child took the 
roison at 3 o'clock and at 3:80 its body 
lay cold in death. 

The anguished mother, with the somber 
mourning garments for a dead. husband 
still casting a shadow over her life, 16 
herself now lying at the point of de«th. 
Convulsion after convulsion has thrown 
ber into violent delictum, and it is feared. 
that she may soon meet husband and 
child who have been taken away from 
her by such tragic deaths. 

In the Home of Sorrow. 

Mrs. William C. Thomas lives with her 
sister, Mrs. S. A. Fuller, at No. 50 Ken- 
nedy street, which is at the corner of 
Strong street. On the th day of last 
November her hu&hanhd, an engineer on 
the Southern railroad, was injured in & 
wreck twenty miles from Knoxville. 
Three days later he died and his body 
was brought to Atlanta. 

After her husband’s death Mrs. Thomas 
boarded with Mrs. Fuller, and the sun- 
shine and light of the cottage home was 
the boy who died in convulsions yester 
day. 

Swallows the Fiery Poison. 

Yesterday afternoon the child was al- 
ic wed to play in a room with a young 
negro girl. In the room was 4 folding 
bed and on the bed was a small vial of 
creosote. Mrs. Fuller had suffered with 
an abscess of a tooth and a 1 

e creosote. Having had oc- 
— — an application of the 


drug during the night, she had left it 
on the head of the bed. When the negro 


girl was not noticing the little boy he 


climbed upon a chair and taking the vial 
in his hand. drew out the cork and swal- 
lowed some of the polson. 

Mrs. Fuller heard the child scream and 
she ran to tim. Placing a chubby fist 
over his mouth he told her that his lips 
burned. She picked the hoy up and de- 
tected the odor of credsote, and she knew 
what he had done. 

Died on His Mother's Breast. 

Dr. Lew Hudson, a visiting physician, 
was in the house and he prescribed co- 
tious doses of lard. the only antidote for 
such poison. This gave temporary relief. 

Burning with thirst the child cried for 
water, and the mother took him in her 
arms and let him nurse at her breast, and 
while he lay there he gave a gasp, dying 
within a few moments. 

The youthfvl mother of the child was 
in such mental agony last night that her 
fricnds despaired of her life. 

Tells Heart-Rending Story. 

To a reporter of The Constitution Mrs. 
Fuller told the story of the sad tragedy. » 

“Oh, it is terrible.“ she sald, “and 1 
dcn’t see how human hearts can stand It. 
The child was the dearest, most lovable 
baby that ever blessed a household. and 
to think that I placed that poison there 
for his little hands to take. I had been 
so careful. too, about locking it up every 
doy. I had no idea that he would ever 
climb upon the bed, a thing he had never 
done before. I know now that he swal- 
lowed the drug because he had seen me 
holding it to my mouth. I remember how 
closely he had watched me when I ap- 
plied the cr2osote to my tooth. His every 
cry during the day had always been @ 
signal for me to run to him, and today 
when I heard his cry of anguish I wis 
quickly at Lis side. He ran into my arms 
and placing his hand to his mouth said: 
‘Doo, my mouth burns me.“ I smelt the 
crecsote on his dear lips and 1 ran into 
the room and picked up the bottle. Ue 
had spilled some on the floor, and 1 dort 
think he could have swallowed more 
than four or five draps. The lard Dr. 
Hudson gave him brought relief, and we 
thcught he would recover, but while he 
lay at his mother’s breast I saw his face 
grow pale end I knew he was dying. In 
less than half an hour after he had taken 
the drug he was dead. It will kill his 
mctbher. It will kill me.“ 

Mrs. Fuller broke dc wn and could speak 
no more. 

The funeral will take place this after- 
noon at 2 c’clock from the residence and 
the interment will be at West View com- 
etery. ;

Creosote is a strong antiseptic, olly 
liquid obtained from distilling tar, and as 
a poison it acts the same eas carbolic 
acid, blistering the mucous membrane.

Story of the Home. 

The Augusta Orphan asylum originated 
in the desire of certain benevolent per- 
sons to provide a home for orphan chil- 
dren in the city of Augusta, and was 
duly chartered by the state legislature 
in January, 1852. Thomas W. ‘Miller, 
Henry H. Cumming, Edward P. Camp- 
bell, John Milledge, Artemas Gould, 
Lewis D. Ford and John R. Dow were 
the original incorporators, some of the 
best men in Augusta fifty years ago. 

It was early in 1855 that they rented a 
house and began in a modest way by 
the admission of four orphans to the 
privileges of the institution. It steadily

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grew in popular favor, however. for the 
city appropriated 200 shares of Georgia 
railroad stock and a lot for a new build- 
ing. Then in 1855 Isaac 8. Tuttle be- 
queathed it $50,000, and in 1859 Dr. George 
M. Newton, stepson of Mr. Tuttle, be- 
queathed it $200,000. This magnificeS8t 
endowment greatly «enlarged the sphere 
of usefulness of the insfitution, and 
the legislature amended the original 
charter so as to allow the board of 
managers to receive orphans from any 
county in the state and at their -discre- 
tion children who were not orphans.” 
Upon the resignation of Hon. Artemas 
Gould, its first president, in 1870, the 
par value of the capital of the orphan 
asylum was $348,071. That year a hand- 
some building was begun which was 
ready for occupancy in 1873. This beauti- 
ful building was destroyed by fire in 
1889, but was at once rebuilt and com- 
pleted in December, 1890, as shown in 
the accompanying cut. 

The affairs of the institution are ad- 
mirably managed by some of the leading 
business men of Augusta. Mr. H. H. 
Hickman has been the honored and de- 
voted president for the past thirteen 
years. A few weeks ago he lay at death's 
door, but is now steadily recuperating, 
and it is hoped. will be able to preside 
over the annual meeting on the fourth 
Wednesday in Avril. The last financial 
report showed the total property of the 
corporation to be $417 095.63, and the ma- 
tron’s report showed an average of 125 
orphans in the home, who were main- 
tained at an average annual cost of $73.60 
for food, clothing, medical attention, ed- 
ucation, etc... This is a charity of which 


not only Augusta has 4 right to be proud, 
but the state of Georgia.

Have Carried State by About 
30,000 Majority. 


Birmingham, Ala., April 24:—(Special.)— 
Further returns from yesterday's con- 
stitutional convention election show that 
thirty-eight boxes in this county gave 
2,166 votes for and 1,822 against the call- 
ing of the proposed convention. There 
are about eight or nine more small boxes 
to be heard from, and it is expected that 
these will not materially change the re- 
sult. It was thought last night that 
this county would give something like 
1,000 majority for the new constitution, 
but today’s returns showed that a number 
of the strong country beats had gone 
strongly against the holding of a consti- 
tutional convention. Coalburg, for in- 
stance, gave a majority of 110 against it, 
while Jones, Farrington, Trussville, Iron- 
dale, Palosselfs and others all polled 
g00d majorities against the movement. 
If the citv of Birmingham had not had 
such a small vote, the expected majority 
of a thousand would have been realized. 
As it was, the city only gave a little over 
400 majority for the convention. 

John Towers, chairman of the county 
republican executive committee, claimed 
this afternoon that the county had gone 
against the convention, but he would give 
no figures. Another prominent republic- 
an stated that he thought that at least 
three of the republican candidates for del- 
egates from this county, namely, Willlam 
Vaughan, T. H. Aldrich and J. H. Mont- 
gomerv. had been elected. Democrats, 
however, deny thesqq; claims, and say that 
the majority in th county will be be- 
tween 300 and 500, and that all the dem- 
ocratic candidates are elected. 

Chairman John V. Smith, of the demo- 
cratic state campaign committee, said 
this afternoon that the majority for the 
constitutional convention in the state will 
be not less than 30,000, and may reach 
60,000. At the headquarters of the dem- 
ocratic state campaign committee a ge 
number of telegrams came in dur the 
day bringing further returns from yester- 
day’s election. Tallapoosa county re- 
ported a majority of 700 for the conven- 
tion, with böth the democratic nominees 
elected. Other majorities for the conven- 
tion were reported from the following 
counties: 

Walker, 300; Chambers, 3,000; Covington, 
300; Russell, 750; Lee, 1,500; Bibb, 100; Bar- 
ber, 1,500; Colbert, 350; Randolph, 500 to 
1,000; Talladega, 1,000; Madison, 2,000 ; Ma- 
con. 500: Crenshaw, 100. 

It was stated at headquarters that 
Conecuh, Gebeva, DeKalb and Chilton 
counties had gone against the convention. 
A report from Hamilton, Marion county, 
safd that that county had gone against 
the convention by about 75 majority, but 
a later report from Guin, in the same 
county, said that the county had gone for 
the convention by 25 majority, 

Marion seems to be close and in doubt. 
judging. from these conflictng telegrams. 

The following counties are classed as 
doubtful: 

Blount, with the chances in favor of the 
convention; Mobile, with about even 
chances for and against; Lauderdale, 
close; Pike, in doubt. 

A dispatch from Talladega states that 
Clay county is thought to have gone 
against the convention by a small major- 
ity. 

A prominent republican leader received 
a telegram this afternoon saying that 
Franklin county had gone against the 
convention. Nothing definite has been 
heard from Etowah and St. Clair, but in- 
dications are that both are against the 
convention, as they are old-time populist 
counties. 

A dispatch from Sulligent today says 
that Lamar county gives the convention 
300 majority. 


DEATH OF DR. WM. H. BURR. 


One of the Most Prominent Men of 
Madison Dies. 


Madison. Ga., April “#.—(Special.)—Dr. 
William H. Burr, one of the most promi- 
rent citizens of Madison, died at his home 
here this afternoon. Dr. Burr was eighty- 
five years eld and had been identified with 
Madison for over sixty years. He came 
here from Pensylvania in the thirties. 
At one time be was one of the moat 
prominent dentists in the state, but re- 
tired from active practice many years 
ago. His wife died here last year. Their 
only child, Charles H. Burr, once 2 prom 
inent. merchant here, died several years 
ego. As if in anticirating his end, Dr. 
Burr last week delivered his will to T. B. 
Baldwin, This was the last time he was 
seen On the streets. His death removes 
one of the oldest, as well as most upright, 
conscientious and substantial citizeng of 
Medison.

ties. Governor Candler has offered a re- 
ward- of 9100 for his arrest. As this is 
the home of Lewis, Sheriff Callaway has 
kept a sharp lookout for the fugitive. 
After learning that the negro was at 
work on a farm in Tallaferro Tuesday, 
he organized a posse and went out after 
the murderer, who was found plowing in 
a field. As soon as the negro saw the 
posse he dropped his lines and plow 
handles and made off at a rapid gait. 

The negro. was knewn to be a desperate 
character, and as he had made threats 
against any one who would make an at- 
tempt to arrest him, no hesftation was 
made in trying to shoot him down. Dep- 
uty Sheriff John Callaway emptied both 
darrels of his gun at the flecing fugi- 
tive, each taking effect, but he managed 
to make his escape.

Major Kingsbery had just been show-

“I do not keep up as large a stock 
as 1 once did.“ he explained; only 
enough to ‘give me occupation and a 
little profit. I have here the 400 acres 
compris the original estate of my 


father, and I have a pride in keeping, 


it together as well as in carrying on a 
business in which he delighted. For 
the purpose of carrying on a stock farm 


A race ground and exhibition place is 


necessary, which carries along the idea 
‘of cattle pens, grand stand and a smooth 
- Course rivaling anything you ever saw 
at a county fair. The race ground is 
on the banks of the Tallapoosa river, 
which runs through the farm, and I have 
often had out there on the grand stand 


‘as many as 1,200 people. We have had 


barbecues and picnics, public celebrations 
and displays, for all of which I was 
Flad to be able to offer the location and 
conveniences.’’ 

Dropping into a discussion of the horse 


as a means of profit, Mator Kingsbery, 
stroking the mane of the impatient Don 
Douro, said: 

“There ig not the money in the breed- 
ing of_horses as formerly, but it must 
ever remain a fascinating occupation. I 
have at times made a great deal of 
money from this source, but the low 
prices of the past ten years have placed 
a damper on preeders. Prices have gone 
up again, and it will now pay to raise 
horses within the limit of the breeder's 
ability to feed them from his own prod- 
ucts. As to highly trained blooded stock 
there is an element which pays the 
owner regardless of the cost of ralis- 
ing. 

“I have developed a strain of mixed 
Hamiitonans and Black-Hawk Morgans 
which I consider best for this section 
for all the combined purposes of speed 
and work, producing a very graceful 
and well knit animal, sufficiently heavy, 
but never approaching clumsiness.”’ 

One splendid animal pointed out was 
Atlanta Chief, sired by Oaklawn Chief. 
through Tennessee Wilkes, son of George 
Wilkes, and dammed by Almont, Jr. At- 
lanta Chief is now nine years old, and 
has regularly won the successive. prizes 
ever since from the yearling stage up. 
Only once did he fail to receive a rib- 
bon, and that was in a ~lace where he 
was clearly entitled to one on merit as 
well as on sentiment—at the horse show 
in Atlanta. From what I can learn there 
was a little fear that favor might de 
charged if a Georgia horse was honored, 
and hence the scrutiny was less severe 
when the animal was registered from 
Kentucky or Tennessee. But Atlanta 
Chief will be on hand this fall again, 
and he should receive proper attentfon. 
There are two other stallions of fine 
frame-—-Oaklawn Chief and Don Douro. 
There are in the paddocks today twelve 
brood mares, from whom as many colts 
are sold annually. 

A scene of delight, a perfect circus for 
a child in itself, was that on an ad- 
joining paddock, in which one Shetland 
stallion and twelve mares pursued their 
diminutive life. Following the mares 
were two little foals, perfect toy horses, 
hardly larger than a Spaniel. Rob Roy, 
the stallion, throwing his head into the 
air, neighed tauntingly and defiantly at 
Atlanta Chief and Don Douro, who 


seemed to look back with amusing tolér- 


ance. ba 

“I ones bought a Shetland mare for 
my daughter,“ explained Major Kings- 
bery, when I learned that I had to pay 
more for her than for a horse. As 
these animals cost no more to raise than 
would be required for a dog or a goat, 
I asked why I should not raise them as 
well? I bought a stallion and another 
mare and went into the business, selling 
the stallions for $150 and the mates for 


$75, and always having orders ahead. The 
child of a father with that much money 


will always insist upon having one. Once 
when Forepaugh's circus was in Atlanta 
Rosa Meyer, the equestrienne, saw one of 
my Shetlands and would not leave until 
she had purchased two of my best stal- 
lions—Sam Small and Billy Boy. From 
Sam Small has come most of the Shet- 
lands now to be found in the English 
capital, and from Billy Boy has come the 
Shetland strain of Chicago. Inquiries are 
often made from both places for pedi- 
gree.“ 
The Jersey and the Hog. 
Passing over to where the herd of. Jer- 
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ses was grazing, Major Kingsbery asked: 

“Which is best—to feed cattle for the 
market at 6 cents a pound on foot or for 
the same feed to get from 2% to 40 cents 


for butter every day? Is not the but- 
ter-giving Jersey more profitable in life 
than the meat-giving animal in death?“ 

It was plain that the major had an- 
swered his own que“ tion. Where the de- 
mand exists for butter the highest profit 
is to be found in supplying it, and for 
that purpose the Jersey is the cow. The 
demand for butter and milk is constant. 
Any poor woman in the country can make 
a good living by the ownership of one 
Jersey cow, and selling the butter to some 
neighbor of her acquaintance. 

My cows,’ said Major Kingsbery, are 
of the Rioter Signal and St. Hella strains. 
The butter record is two and a half 
pounds per day ,and although I have 
twenty-five cows, I am constantly sold 
out both in butter and in calves. & gen- 
tleman here the other day declared that 
one of my Jerseys, sold for $100, was a 
better animal than one he had bought 
from Illinois for $300. I now keep seven 
bulls, 5 

But if you want to get a money-mak- 
er—a mine.“ whispered the major, take 
the hog! He lives on the mass in the woods 
and the refuse on the farm. He is the 
scavenger who thrives better than the 
favored one at the first table. The high- 
bred hog will fatten where the scrub 
will starve, which means that it pays bet- 
ter to have fine hogs than poor ones. They 
do not cost half as much to fatten. There 
is a constaht demand for young pigs from 
six weeks to three months old, during 
which time they can be sold at from $3 
to $ apiece. Tou can pick up $6 to 
$10 every day selling young pigs. I keep 
the Poland China, the Essex and the 
Berkshire. They are pure-blooded the 
first generation, after which I cross 
them, since inbreeding is injurious. There 
is also a heavy demand for fresh meat 
in summer and young shoats as Christ- 
mas advances. If I cared about assum- 
ing heavy business I could extend my hog 
sales indefinitely. As it is, I ship hogs all 
over the state to people who insist on 
having the Oaklawn brand. 


J have forgotten to tell you about my 
sheep. For seventy-five years my fam- 


ily has been raising sheep here, and we 
have the first one yet to lose by a dog. 
How? Just bell them! I always place a 
bell on each sheep. The tinkling warns 
the dog off, and the sheep is at peace. 
There is always a remédy if we will only 
seek it. The flock doubles itself every 
year, and it keeps my flelds from weeds. 
Turn a flock of sheep into pasture and 
the first thing the animals will do will 
be to clean up the weeds. I plant every- 
thing known except cotton. If I miss on 
some things I am sure to make on others. 
The best time to sell is at from three to 
four months old.“ 
Bebind Don Douro. 

Riding behind Don Douro, with a black 

out-rider on a spotted Indian pony in 
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gdvance to open gates and, doors, we 
started out on an inspection of the farm. 
The fields and paddocks were all well- 
fenced; abundant shade protected the 
drives, the Tallapoosa was artistically 
bridged, leading over to the race course, 
and signs of life were to be seen every- 
where. All the outbuildings are ar- 
ranged with central passages,“ so that 
without a lighting from his cart the 
owner can ride into and across every 
field, and through every outbuilding on 
the place. This arrangement,“ said he, 
“enables me to give that personal atten- 
tion to details whith otherwise could not 
be done in a whole day. The saving of 
time is as necessary as the saving of 
money. 

Leaving this beautiful spot, it was with 
a feeling that the surroundings which 
make life so pleasant here are equally 
possible to every other farmer in Geor- 
gia. All that it requires is a little plan, 
and a little determination to carry it out. 

Major Kingsbery’s Story. 

Sitting under the shade of a giant oak, 
Major Kingsbery fell into a meditative 
mood and told a simp'e story, from the 
points of which could be weaved a ro- 
mance of the heart as appealing as any 
that was ever penned. It was easy, after 
listening +o it, to understand why this 
men of successful. business life, with 
every avenue of city society open before 
him. should have retired to ths quiet 
scot. where he might recall the days of 
the ploneer end be lulled to rest by the 
gurgling of the waters of the Tallapoosa.

There are two periods in the life of 
this man which 71 7 teach a lesson to 
all who read—the one of duty performed, 
the other of the reward earned. One day 
in May. 186, three brothers. Sanford, 

oseph and Charles Kingsbery,. reached 

outer border of Carroll county on 
treir trip from Charlotte, N. C. Leaving 
competence and business those three sons 
of a Vermonter had entered the confed- 
erate service, fought elbow to elbow with 
their neighbors and when the black pall 
of defeat came, turned their faces home- 
ward, weary but, ptout-hearted. It was 
dusk before.their exes caught the faint 
outlines of the old home. It was dark 
when they entered, and a new life had to 
be begun. There was neither time for 
grief nor repining. The corn should have 
been planted in early April—it was now 
the middle of May. and daylight found 
the three brothers at the piow, just as if 
no war had interrupted their labors. 
There was in this no hard-heartedness. 
for those brothers were all men of senti- 
ment. but the duty of the hour was clear, 
and they were men of Spartan mould. 

That a crop was made, and that these 
men got upon their feet need not be 
stated. Such men are never defeated. On 
the ist cf January following Joseph, who 
always had a mercantile turn of mind, 
found employment as clerk in Newnan. 
This trait had early been noticed by his 
father, who prepared him for it by 
makirg him go in alternate years to 
school, to store and to farm. For five 
years Mr. Kingsbery remained in New- 
nan. when he entered the service of 
Mcore, Marsh & Co. in Atlanta, in March, 
1871, becoming later a trusted partner 
and confidential adviser. In 1891 he enter- 
ed the firm of Gramling, Spalding, Kings- 
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be ry & Co., where he was credit man and 
treasurer for four years, after which he 
retired from mercantile life. This is a 
record which reads simple enough, but to 
one who can contrast the homecoming of 
the three confederates with the success 
which they afterwards achieved, it be- 
eccmes a pealm of life. 

The grit and perseverance here n 
ed is not to be wondered at when environ- 
ment is cons dered. While these boys 
were following Lee there was a white- 
halred old father at home who had grap- 
pled with adversity and won in the fight. 
In 1825. when Sanford Kingsberv. the son 
of an honored Vermont family with an 
ancestral mansion at Derby, turned bis 
eve toward the frontier region in western 
Georgia, it was with the purpose of win- 
nirg a fortune and rettrn'ng to perpetu- 
ate the Vermont home. By 1832 he had 
mace enough to warrant him in going 
back to get a wife. Miss Mary Ann Grow, 
a cousin of the venerable Galusha A. 
Grow. since speaker of the national] house 
of representatives and still a member of 
that body. The trials which this brave 
couple endured during the rough Indian 
days were such as to call out sterling 
and when, in 1849. a count of 
up a fortune sufficient

profits showed 
for comfort in Vermont, 
for the homeward journey. 
What a trip that was, to be sure, All 
the wav from Carrollton, Ga., to Derby, 
Vermont. overland! To the couple there 
bad already been born a houseful of chil- 
dren. who still speak of that long and 
tedious trip of fifty-eight days in a can- 
vas-covered wagon—the original of the 
prairie schooner. Sanford Kingsbery was 
a man of stern principle. At noon on 
Saturday tents were pitched to prepare 
for Sunday observance, and if ever a 
chance Sunday travéler was found he was 


induced to remain over. In the grand ca- 


thedral of the forest God's name would 
be invoked. and by gray dawn on Mon- 
day the wagon would be in motion again. 

For two years the Kingsbery family 
remained ein the old home, but somehow 
a difference had grown up. Sanford could 
not help thinking of early scenes on the 
banks of the Tallapoosa. In the discus- 
sions of the day his heart was with the 
people of his adoption. The Vermont 
home was finally sold. the old white- 
covered wagon was called into service, 
and after retraversing the old route, San- 
ford Kingsbery reached his Georgia 
home, and in the language of Ruth to 
Naomi exclaimed. ‘“‘Whithersoever thou 
shalt zo I will go: and where thou shalt 
dwell I also will dwell. Thy people shall 
be my people, and thy God my God.”’ 

The children born to this couple were 
Sanford. now a leading business man of 
Valdosta: Joseph., now living on the old 
témestead: Jerusha (Mrs, Redwine), 
dead: Charles, in Atlanta: Amelia, dead: 
Edwin, in Atlanta: Mary Ann (Mrs. 
Fan). in Carrollton; Lucius, dead; Pas- 
chal Paoli, now tax collector of Carroll, 
and Kate (Mrs. Strippling), in Fort 
Worth, Tex. The father died in 1869, on 
December 27th, St. John’s Day, while he 
had been born on June th. St. John's 
Day. both central days in Masonic ven- 
eration.

At the grand kommers given this even- 
ing in his honor, Emperor William spoke 
as follows: 

“For you, my dear young comrades, 
it is needless to dwell upon the feelings 
that stir my heart upon finding myself 
in dear Bonn again and among its stu- 
dents. There unrolls before my mind’s 
eye a splendid and glittering picture, full 
of the sunshine of my happy. content- 
ment, which filled the period of my stay 
here. There was joy in life, joy in peo- 
ple, old and young, and above all, joy 
in the young German empire, which was 
then just gathering strength. The wish 
that fills my heart at the present mo- 
ment above all else is that as happy a 
student's time may be granted my dear 
son as once was mine. When we look 
around the sunny Rhineland our history 
rises before us in tangible form. You 
must rejoice at being young Germans 
as you traverse the country from Aix la 
Chapelle to Mayence—that is, from 


the emperor and referred to the years | 


Charlemagne to Germany’s time of splen- 
dor under Barbarossa. But why did all 
that splendor come to naught? Because 
the old empire was not founded upon a 
strong national basis. The universal idea 
of the old Roman kingdom did not per- 
mit the German nation to develop in the 
German national sense, therefore, Bar- 
barossa splendor had to fade and the 
existence of the old empire had to cease 
because it was hindered by its univer- 
salism from crystallizing into a nation. 
and it developed instead into a number 
of strong principalities, which furnished 
the ground work for the new structure 
of state. These coming into conflict with 
the emperor and the empire, internal 
peace was lost to the ever-weakening 
empire. Unfortunately, above this phase 
of development of the German people 
must be written the portentous words of 
Tacitus, who knew Germania so well:

der Vogelweide to Goethe and Schiller. 
They have become a light and blessing 
to all mankind, they worked ‘universal’ 
and were nevertheless in themselves 
strictly exclusive Germans. We need 
such men now more than ever; may you 
all strive to become such men. But how 
shall that be possible? Who shall help 
you? Only One—He whose name we all 
bear, who has borne our sins and washed 
them away, who lived for our example 
and worked as we should work. May 
our Lord and Savior -lant in you moral 
earnestness, that your impulses may 
ever be purer and your aims ever sublime. 
Then you will be armed against all 
temptations and above all against vanity 
and envy. Then you can sing and say 
we Germans fear God. but nothing else 
in the world. Then we shall endure in 
the world, strong, spreading civilization, 
and I shall close my eyes in peace. If I 
see such a generation growing up and 
rallied round my son, then ‘Deutschland, 
Deutschland, ueber alles!’ (Germany, 
Germany, above all.) In this asurance I 
ery. Long live the University of Bonn!’ ’’

ATTORNEYS’ FEES REFUSED 


Supreme Court Decides the Famous 
Belt Line Case. 


TRIED TO MAKE R20AD PAY 


Court Holds Atlanta and West Point 
Railroad Is Not Liable for 
Fees. 


The supreme court yesterday decided 
one of the most interesting and impor- 
tant cases that has been before it in 


some time. The effect of its decision is 


that the Atlanta and West Point rail- 
road is not liable for attorneys’ “ees to 
attorneys representing the minority 
atockhoiders, who prevented the con- 
struction of the belt line around Atlanta 
by that company. 

The suit was brought by J. M. Alex- 
ander, of Atlanta; H. Comer. Annie 
Comer, S. Guckenheimer, Eliza A. Cun- 
ningham, A. Leffler, A. R. Lawton, trus- 
tee for N. L. Cunningham and for Louisa 
T. Mackall; Caroline A. Lamar and the 
Telfair hospital, of Savannah, these con- 
stituting the minority stockholders, to 
prevent the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad from building what is known 
as the belt line around the city of At- 
lanta. 

The minority stockholders won the suit 
after going through the courts, and the 
attorneys for these stockholders then 
asked for attorneys’ fees from the corpo- 
ration on the ground that they had pre- 
vented the road from committing an un- 
lawful act and thereby kept it from 
incurring financial loss. The attorneys 
representing the minority stockholders 
were Lawton & Cunningham, of Savan- 
nah; H. A. Alexander and Smith, Ham- 
mond & Smith, of Atlanta. The amount 
of attorneys’ fees asked for was $17,000. 

The supreme court held that the mi- 
nority stockholders of a corporation who, 
by filing.an equitable petition against it 
and its officers, succeeded in enjoining 
it and them from doing ultra vires acts 
which would have required the expendi- 
ture of money belonging to it, were not 
entitled to a judgment for their attor- 
neys' fees against the corporation, when 
there was, as a result of the litigation, 
neither a recovery of property for the 
corporation nor administration or distri- 
bution by the court of any fund brought 
into its hands for this purpose, and when 
the corporation itself repudiated the ef- 
fort of the plaintiffs to thus protect its 
interests, and, in defense to their peti- 
tion, stood squarely upon the proposition 
that the acts in question were not ultra 
vires, but authorized by fts charter.“

Cape Colony People Treated 
with Great Severity,

BRITISH SWAY 1S. BRUTAL 


Merriam, Fermer Treasurer of Col- 
ony, Says Britain’s Course Will 
Cause Reballion—Boer 
Women Treated in 
Barbarous Manner. 


London, April 24—J. X. Merriman, the 

former treasurer of Cape Colony, and who 
is now a representative of the Afrikander 
bund in England, speaking at a meeting 
of the League of LAberals today against 
aggression and militarism, said military 
law, the abnegation of all law, was estab- 
lished in Cape Colony. The newspapers 
had not heard of the treachery and es- 
plonage going on. Respectable people 
were committed on the evidence of na- 
tives alone. They were brought up and 
fined for harmless observations, called 
seditious, and the town guards harried 
them. These things created greater irri- 
tation and indignation than actual vio- 
lence. The press was deliberately stopped 
and four editors had been sent to jail. 
The fruits of this policy would be bitter, 
as the memory of these insults burned the 
hearts of the people, 
_Mr. Merriman detailed instances of the 
punishment of the Dutch under military 
law, usually on the testimony of natives 
and employees. He mentioned an in- 
stance of a cheeky girl’’ being fined for 
saying things against the town guards. 
Martial law and the censorship through- 
out_Cape Colony prevented the people of 
England from knowing the hardships of 
the Dutch. As an Englishman, Mr. Mer- 
riman said, he viewed the policy pursued 
in Cape Colony with the blackest dismay. 
If persisted in, South Africa was lost to 
the British empire. The only thing that 
could save it was recognition that the 
people wanted self government and were 
determined to have it. 

J. W. Sauer, the former commissioner 
of public works of Cape Colony, said the 
camps in which the Boer women and chil- 
dren were kept were guarded by sentries 
with loaded rifles and fixed bayonets. A 
majority of the women had been placed in 
them against their will. Their homes had 
been burned and their possessions had 
been taken. He had tried to get the mill- 
tary authorities, through the government 
of Cape Colony, to permit two hundred 
or three hundred women and children 
camped at Port Elizabeth to be Hberated. 
food and shelter having been promised 
them by the town, put the military au- 
thorities refused the request. 

The resolutions opposing annexation and 
crown government were adopted.

TWO MEN ARE FATALLY SHOT 


Houghteling Was Aggrieved Because 
of Hs Arrest and Opened 
Fire on the Officer: 


Chicago,. April 24.—Shortly after Police 
Magistrate 
court this afternoon in the Harrison street 
Police station a shooting affray arose; in 
which more than fifty shota were fired, 
resulting in the fatal wounding of two 
men.

A fusilade 
soon stoped Houghteling’s fire and he 
was taken to a hospital with five bullet 
wounds in his body and head.

Coaling Stations, Intervention and 
Tobacco and Sugar Duties Wor- 
ry Cubans—Delegates Re- 
fuse To Talk in Re- 
gard To Mission. 


Washington, April 24.—The commission 
of five delegates of the Cuban constitu- 
tional’ convention, consisting of Domingo 
Mendez Capote, Pedro E. Betancourt, 
Rafael M.:Portuondo, Diego Tamayo and 
Pedro Gonzales Llorento, who were sent 
to Washington to confer with the presi- 
dent regarding Cuban relations with this 
country, arrived here this.morning, to- 
gether * with an ‘interpreter and repre- 
sentatives of the Havana press. They 
were met at the station. by Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Hill, Assistant Secretary 
of War Sanger, Captain Sawtelle and 
Lieutenant Overton, of the United States 
army, detailed for that purpose, and es- 
corted to the Shoreham. The delegates 
conversed with the reception committee 
through an interpreter, though most of 
them speak English very well. It was 
stated that arrangements for their visit 
to the president would be made through 


the war department. 

Arrangements have been made at the 
war department by which the secretary 
of war will receive the delegation at 11 
o'clock tomorrow morning and probably 
will escort them to the white house 
about that time. 


Wood at War Department. 


General Wood, military governor of 
Cuba, arrived this morning with his fam- 
ily and took apartments at the Richmond. 
He came to the war department and had 
a conference with Assistant Secretary 
Sanger. He sent his secretary to call on 
the Ouban delegation to ascertain their 
desires for the day in order that he might 
fe able to act as their escort, either to 
the white house or the war department. 
General Wood has had no direct infor- 
mation from General Whiteside regarding 
the reported troubies at Santiago, but be- 
fore he left Cuba he had been advised by 
General Whiteside that party strife was 
making some trouble in that municipality, 
and that disorders might be anticipated 
during the spring elections in other gec- 
tions of the island. After that, however, 
it is éxpected that the usual tranquillity 
of the island will be resumed. 

General Wood reached the war depart- 
ment shortly after 9 o’clock, after a 
brief talk with Adjutant Geng Corbin, 
was shown into Secretary ot’s office, 
where a conference respecting Cuban af- 
fairs was held. Senator Platt, of Con- 
necticut, chairman of the committee 
charged with the care of Cuban affairs, 
Was present. as was also Admiral Brad- 
ford, chief of the bureau of equipment, 
navy department. The latter’s presence 
was desiréd, as the location of coaling 
stations in Cuba is to be made upon his 
recommendation, 

The secretary’s door was closed to all 
callers as soon as General Wood, Sena- 
tor Platt and Admiral Bradford joined 
him in his office, though within a few 
moments Assistant Secretary Sanger was 
sent for and joined the conference. It 
was understood that General Wood en- 
tered at once into a thorough exposition 
of the complicated Cuban situation. He 
was perfectly informed of the desires of 
the visiting commission and apprised Sec- 
retary Root of the nature of their errand. 

Sugar and Tobacco Duties. 

It is gathered that next to the subjects 
of coaling stations and the right of the 
United States to intervene in Cuba in the 
interest of peace and order, the Cubans 
attach most importance to the subject of 
sugar duties. The commission is trying 
to secure a remission of the United 
States duty on Cuban sugar. It is sug- 
gested that if this cannot be done at 
once, then the duty may be removed 
gradually, reducing a certain percentage 
each year until the sugar is duty free. 

The president cannot grant this re- 
quest, as it involves a change in the tar- 
iff laws, and therefore application must 
be had to congress. ‘This may take the 
shape of direct joint legislation by the 
two houses, or it can be accomplished by 
the negotiation of a reciprocity treaty. 
The Cubans, it is believed, prefer the lat- 
ter form. 

Tobacco, too, is another subject which 
the secretary of war will be obliged to 
discuss with the commissioners, and on 
that point he wanted advice. The Cu- 
bans are extremely desirous of securing 
a considerable abatement in favor of their 
own tobacco of the extremely high tariff 
imposed by the Dingley act upon all im- 
ported tobaccos. 

After a conference lasting for more 
than three hours, Secretary Root and 
General Wood left the war department 
together for luncheon. It was stated that 
there was nothing regarding the confer- 
ence that could be made public, and that 
the matters discussed cuvered many sub- 
jects in Cuba—not alcne the visit of the 
Cuban delegation, but everything con- 


nected with the government of the island.

There is an ominous ring to the list 
of names of those who have: banded 
themselves together for the overthrow 
of Tammany Hall.

Oroker or his ligutenants being wor- 
ried. They may not be giving New 
York a perfect government; evils 
doubtiess exist there as they do in the 
municipal governments of all great 
cities; there is room for improvement; 
but the memory of the last reform“ 
administration is too fresh in the 
minds of the people of New York to 
make a repetition probable. 

The business men of New York, the 
working men, the vast majority of cit- 
izens in general, will hesitate a long 
time before changing from Tammany 
control of the city affairs to another 
Strong-Parkhurst conglomeration of 
— 52 statesmen — reform mounte- 
ban 1 

An extremity to which these so- 
called reform movements sometimes go 
is not calculated to appeal to sensible 
men. Once in a while the time comes 
for an upheaval, but far more often 
than otherwise the cry for reform is 
simply a cloak to hide the ambitions 
of greedy politicians. Mr. Justice Gay- 
nor, at a dinner of the Society, of Med- 
ical Jurisprudence a few evenings since, 
gave utterance to some wise advice 
concerning the present movement when 
he said: 


Pardon a word of advice. Never go into 


reform which is low, a reform which 
seems to take for granted that there is 
only one vice in the world. Don’t get the 
notion that great municipal reforms are 
to follow the knowledge of how many 
women of evil repute there are in Allen 
and Hester streets. Don’t go into a re- 
form which hopes to reform the world by 
means of a police club. Don’t go into a 
reform that takes for granted the police 
are our masters instead of our servants. 

It was not long ago that the police ar- 
rested 420 persons in a place the doors of 
which were open. It was fllled with per- 
sons who merely happened to walk in 
there. It has come to be common for us 
to read in the morning papers that so and 
so many persons were arrested in a place 
against whom no charge could be brought 
in court. Gentlemen, I venture that such 
a thing as that couldn't exist in England, 
for Instance, without a protest, without a 
question. Aye, I venture to say, without 
a revolution. There are greater vices’ 
than these. 

This seems to be a pretty ‘correct 
picture of the kind of a reform move- 
ment New. York has on its hands. It 
is highly probable that the great ma- 
jority of New Yorkers realize the real 
character of the anti-Tammany cru- 
sade, and that there will be no repeti- 
tion of the Strong-Parkhurst experi- 
ence. 
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For American Cotton Goods. 

A new field for cotton goods seems 
to be developing in Maddgascar. 

United States Consul Gibbs, of Tam- 
atave, in his correspondence with the 
state department, writes that one of 
the largest importers of French cottons 
there, M. Delacre, invites correspond- 
ence with manufaeturers or agents rep- 
resenting American manufacturers in 
reference to American cotton cloths, 
mentioning the “Cabot” and “Massa- 
chusetta” brands as qualities already 
well known there. Mr. Gibbs states 
that American goods can be imported 
and sold cheaper in Madagascar than 
French goods despite discriminating 
duties, and expresses the opinion that 
the time is not far distant when 
American cottons wil capture that mar- 
ket. This is, of course, especially sig- 
nificant from the fact that Madagas- 
car is a French ion. 

The United States consul advises 
that samples of cottons as well as all 
details be sent to M. Delacre. 


Exhausting Our Salmon Fisheries. 

Our chief supplies of salmon are de- 
rived from the fisheries of the Pacific 
coast, but unless the government takes 
effective steps to regulate the 222 
which is rapidly exhausting th 
erles in our western waters: W 
soon be without salmon.

Pacific coast and he reports that the 
waters of the Columbia river region 
and Pugét sound, where salmon has 
been so plentiful in years past, are 
now so completely exhausted that the 
industry will soon be over.

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The Pistol Again. 

New York and Nashville join in the 
protest against the deadly pistol. 

Commenting upon The Constitution's 
demand for legislation that will drive 
out the pistol, The New York World 
says: 

Hardly a day passes but the crack of 
the pistol is heard in some part of this 
city, with more or less resulting mis- 
chief, * * *On Saturday evening New York 
had three affairs of the revolver. There 
were several accompanying deaths and 
fatal woundings. * * * There is a law in 
New York against carrying concealed 
weapons. It is a strong law in words. Is 
verbal power its limit? 

The dangers of the pistol] habit have 
been ably presented by The Nashville 
American, but according to that news- 
paper, the results, so far as legislative 
action is concerned, have not met the 
requirements of the situation. The 


American sums up the situation in this 


way: 

The Atlanta Constitution res one 
more Georgia murder up to the fact that 
the man who did the shooting in a mo- 
ment of passion had a pistol handy in his 
pocket, But for the habit of carrying con- 
cealed weapbns, the deed would not have 
been committed. 

A few days ago the Nashville papers 
pointed out the dangers in the pistol hab- 
it, but the legislature rejected a bill mak- 
ing pistol carrying a felony. Why is it a 
man will carry a pistol, anyway? He who 
does so habitually is either a coward or 
a murderer at heart. In most cases he is 
both. 

Every state n the south should place 
a ban upon pistol toter that will 
drive him out of business. There are 
places where it may be necessary for’ 
some people to go “armed,” and there 
are certain avocations in which this 
seems necessary. In such instances the 
Florida plan of licensing the proper 
individuals might be resorted to. But 
the man who carries a pistol from no 
need and for no possible good reason is 
a law-breaker and the law should deal 
with him in the severest way possi- 
ble. 

There should be no place for the 
deadly pistol in southern civilization. 
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The Right Stuff.

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LETTER TO DAUGHTERS. 
OF THE CONFEDERACY} 


The following letter is addressed by 
Mrs. 8. B. Gabbett, custodian of the cross 
of honor, to the Daughters of the Con- 


federacy, explaining how the crosses are 
to be obtained for distribution on Memo- 
rial Day: 

Ladies, my letter this time consists, in the 
greater part, of negatives— 

There are no more crosres of the third issue 
on hand. They were delivered to me on the 
18th instant. and on the loth the last was 
dispatched; 2,500. 

The practice has been for me to order a fresh 
issue when the crowes on hand had all been 
delivered. In fact, I have no actual authority 
from the M. D. C. to do otherwise. But find- 
ing that the orders I received bid fair to exceed 
the supply, I gave orders to Mr. Crankshaw 
to have the fourth issue manufactured as 
quickly as possible. I have received a tele- 
gram to the effect that they will be ready in 
about ten or twelve days. I gave the last 
order the Ist of March and received the crosses 
on the [8th of April. The cause of delay 
being that somanycomplaints were made of the 
pin bars, Mr. Crankshaw and I agreed that we 
would entirely change the model. They are 
made by hand and take time and care, costing 
Mr. Crankshaw more than the first style. It 
would be well to warn the veterans to examine 
their crosses before subjecting them to hard 
usage. 

I pray you, ‘adios, do not put off sending 
to me your orders until the last week or two. 
How is it possible for me to know how to 
provide when your orders come rushing pell- 
mell upon me just before you need them, 
accompanied by the anxious wish to be sure 
we have then before the 26th instant. We 
have made great preparations and would be 
so disappointed if we did not get them.“ 

When you send your orders, particularly when 
you are late, do not follow your first order with 
a succession of notes containing one certificate, 
again two and so on. You will understand, I 
book your first order, perhaps pack it and mark 
it for express. or dispatch, when there arrives 
a hurried order for one or two more. Now 
if I had weeks of time to prepare for a certain 
occasion, this might pass, but when these 
driblets come at the last moment, and when 
there is no bank containing thousands of 
crosses to fall back upon, what am I to do? 
So, unless you wish to give a final order to 
rend your custodian to the lunatic asylum try 
and send your orders in one package, always 
accepting cases where plenty of time is given. 

Ladies, in all seriousness, I beg you do not 
ask me to break the rules; I am your cus-

todian. I cannot do so, I may relax, I may 
try to accommodate, for most earnestly I wish 
to please every one, and I do not believe in 
hard and fast measures at any time. But when 
I am asked to send crosses without the oer 
tificates, I shall not. This is final. I am 
often asked to do this. Checks are sent, 
certificates to follow, as the veterans are so 
tardy in signing." Entertainment all ready, 
veterans will sign when they comé up for the 
cross. I do hate to reply no“ That hate- 
fu) word. It would be so much more pleasant 
for me to say, Ot course I trust vou.“ and 
let you send off your veterans happy. 

One president is so angry with me she has 
written. Send back the money, I shall have 
nothing more to do with the veterans,” and 
many are so very disappointed! 

I approach my fourth negative in fear and 
trembling. Pray do not at the last mo- 
ment write me long letters. [I receive four. six 
and eight pages. I wish to read them, for 
they are all on a subject dear to my heart— 
‘‘the confederate cause’’—but, when rushing to 
pook orders I cannot give the time to carefully 
mark details. 

So you will pardon me that I cannot answer 
innumerable questions and give prolonged direc- 
tions. 

If the ladies have not all received the Rules 
and Regulations.“ they will kindly write to 
Mrs. Flukman for them. I am aware that 
the delay in the issue of these rules has caused 
a great deal of confusion and has given the 
chapters a great deal of extra work, but, my 
sisters, I am your co-sufferer in this—my work 
bas been quadrupled—and yet not as efficiently 
done as I wish. When no one knew exactly 
what they were expected to do, no one fs to 
be blamed.

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LINDSEY SEES CHANCE OF 
PAYING WIDOWS’ PENSIONS 


“tT am in hopes yet of getting enough 
money out of the treasury to pay indigent 
widows as provided for under the act 
of the last legislature,”’ said Pension Com- 
missioner J. W. Lindsey yesterday. 


It will, of course, be of interest to prac- 
tically every county in the etate to know 
just how Captain Lindsey expects to 
achieve this end. The statement was natu- 
rally puzzling in view of the entangled 
condition in which the state treasury now 
finds itself with the public property fund 
tied up by litigation, the state teachers 
waiting to be paid and only $77,000 in gen- 
era] funds in the treasury with which to 
make the payments. 

Captain Lindsey was questioned closer 
about his hopes. He is always a sanguine 
man and never gives up a proposition un- 
til hope has fied. He was a staunch con- 
federate soldier. 

„It is this way.“ Captain Lindsey said. 
“If the supreme court dechies in favor 
of the governor in this suit that has been 
brought over the public property fund, 
the teachers can be paid entirely out of 
that fund, thus leaving in the treasury 


the $77,000 which Treasurer Park said he 
had on hand that could be paid out on 


any necessary indebtedness. 


If all the money that is due the teach- 
ers can be paid out of the public prop- 
erty fund, I may be able to get that $77,000 
to pay the widows. That amount, I think, 
will be amply sufficient. I think from the 
present outlook that there will be less 
than 1,000 of them to be paid. In that 
event it will require less than $60,000 to 
make the payments, as the act required 
that each of them was to be paid 880 and 
appropriated $100,000 from any funds in 
the treasury not otherwise appropriated 


to this end.”’ a 

Captain Lindsey is now working on the 
applicatſons from this new class of wid- 
ows. He has received nearly 2,000 appli- 
cations, but the usual percentage of those 
who pass successfully is from 4 to 80 per 
cent.

CLOSING ARGUMENT 

Point Decided in Favor of Railroad in 
Camp Creek Case. 


FIRST DAMAGE SUIT BEGUN 


Case of Mrs. Rosa Lawrence Started 
Yesterday in United States Court. 


WHAT PLAINTIFFS WILL CONTEND 


Defense Will Try To Show That Ter- 
rible Wreck Was Due To No 
Negligence cf Road. 


The case of Mrs. Rosa H. Lawrence vs. 
the Southern railway. involving a claim 
‘for $30.000 damages for the loss of the 
plaintiff's husband in the terrible railroad 
wreck at the Camp creek bridge, was 
fairly put on trial in the United States 
court yesterday. The first witness, R. F. 
Flynn. an inspector of masonry for the 
railway company. was on the stand for 
the defense when adjournment was had 
at 2 o’clock. 

The contention of defendant’s counsel 
for the privilege of opening. and closing 
the argument, which occupied nearly the 
whole of the first day, was terminated 
after exhaustive arguments late in the 
forenoon yesterday. when Judge Newman 
doeided that the privilege should be ac- 
corded the defense. 

Following the settlement of this point. 
Attorney Brewster. of the firm of Dorsey, 
Brewster & Howell, for the defense, out- 
lined what his clients proposed to estab- 
lish by the testimony of witnesses. At- 
torney Hoke Smith. for the plaintiff, fol- 
lowed at considerable length, stating 
what the witnesses for the prosecution 
would prove. 

The railroad company will endeavor to 
stow that the disaster which cost 80 
many lives was an act of God, pure and 
simple. bevond human power to foresee, 
avoid or prevent. The plaintiff will en- 
deavor to prove that the railroad was 
criminally negligent in its care of the 
deadly culvert, and that for some time 
prior to the accident its weak condition 
was known to emmloyees of the railway. 
It will also be attempted to be shown 
that reasonable precaution was not taken 
by the railway company in running its 
train upon the culvert while the creek 
was known to be a raging torrent and a 
rainstorm amounting to a waterspout had 
been deluging the vicinity of the wreck 
for many hours. 

R. F. Flynn. the first witness called by 
the defense, answered a great many 
technical questions put to him by At- 
torney Battle. of Columbus, representing 
the defense, relative to the construction 
of the Camp creek culvert. He had not 
been questioned by the plaintiff's counsel 
when court adjourned for the day, and 
his testimony will probably occupy most 
of this forenoon.

„am not at liberty now to state just 
who is backing the new Une,“ he said. 
“We are acting in good faith, however, 
as you will see from our advertisement, 
and I can assure you that the road is 
going to be built.

It is understood that some one or more 
of the railroads entering Atlanta is back

tion for charter will de made in Ala- 
bama to that end. 

The incorporators as their names ap- 
pear in the application for charter are 
nearly all well known Atlanta men. They 
are L. B. Nelson, Samuel N. Evins, J. E. 
Van Valkenburg. M. J. McCord, E. P. Ans- 
ley, W. H. Hawks, H. S8. Collingeworth 
and Jack J. Spalding, of Fulton county; 
Joseph Kingsberry, of Carroll county, and 
L. 8. Roan, of Campbell county. 

The foregoing ask permission to be in- 
corporated as a railroad company under 
the name of the “Atlanta and Birming- 
ham Air Line Railway,“ to build a line 
of railroad from Atlanta to the Ala- 
bama state line, a distance of about sixty 
miles. 

Atlanta will be the headquarters of the 
new railroad company, and its objective 
point in a westerly direction, as stated, 
will be Birmingham, Ala. 

The amount of the capital stock of the 
new company will be $500,000, with the 
privilege of increasing it to any amount 

ecessary by a two-thirds vote of the 

bckholders at any meeting at which a 
majority of the stock shall be represented. 
The stock to be issued will all be com- 
mon stock, but thé application for char- 
ter asks the right by a two-thirds vote 
of the stockholders present at any meet- 
ing to issue preferred stock, in such 
shape as may be directed by resolution. 

The charter will incorporate the com- 
pany for 101 years and will locate its prin- 
cipal office in Atlanta. It states that 
the incorporators intend in good faith to 
go forward without delay to secure sub- 
scriptions to the capital stock of the com- 
pany and to construct, equip, maintain 
and operate the road ag stated in the ap- 
plication. 

The belief is that the charter is being 
secured in the interests of the Southern 
railway, but of this nothing can be told 
at the present time.

The initial sheets of the prospectus of 
the Southern Interstate fair, referring to 
the live stock department, have been is- 
sued by the fair management. The pros- 
pectus is now in press and will be ready 
for delivery in a short time. 

There will be $4,000 in cash premiums 
for cattle, sheep and swine. The pros- 
pectus says: 


Interstate fair is second to none in the 
United States. In one particular this fair 
is ahead of any in the country, and that 
is in the matter of sales made. Our ex- 
hibitors are unanimous in saying that 
they sell more stock at Atlanta than at 
any of the other great fairs they attend. 

“As to classification and premiums this 
fair is liberal and up to date. Indeed our 
premiums are larger than those of any 
association in the country. These gen- 
erous premiums have had the desired re- 
sult. Our live stock show is a mammoth 
affair. It is known and discussed through- 
out the country. It has been the means 
of greatly stimulating interest in high- 
grade stock of all classes, and numerous 
breeders from all part of the south visit 
the fair regularly for the purpose of mak- 
ing purchases.“ 

Secretary T. H. Martin, of the South- 
ern Interstate Fair Association, has been 
notified by Dr. D. E. Salmon, chief of 
bureau of animal industry of the United 
States department of agriculture, that an 
order was signed on the 2th similar to 
the one, issued last August, permitting 
cattle from non-infected districts to be 
shipped to the fair grounds at Atlanta 
and return as uninfected, under certain 
conditions. 


Will Detail Inspector. 

* An inspector will be detailed to make 

mapections of cattle during the fair. In 
a letter to Congressman Livingston the 
chief of the bureau took occasion to 
compliment the fair management on the 
careful compliance with the regulations 
of the department last year. Mr. Martin 
was especially commended for the way he 
had looked after this particular matter.

We offer 
classes for Jerseys, Holsteins, Shorthorns and 
Devons. Premiums for each of these breeds ag- 
gregate $500, exclusive of grand sweeps 
offered for dairy and beef breeds. The 1 r 
aggregate $150 each. 

The American Shorthorn Breeders’ As a- 
tion duplicates our premiums on the short 
horn classes: hence exhibitors of shorthorns 
at the Southern Interstate Fair this fall will 
contest for $1,000, besides t grand sweep- 
stakes for beef breeds. * 

It is also understood that o or more ot 
the other national breeders’ associations will 
offer special prizes*to be contested for at the 

uthern Interstate Fair this fall. full infor- 
“tion on this point will be given in the pre- 
m. list. 

The butter and milk tests are a s;@cial feat- 
ure of the live stock department. Our pre- 
miums ynder this special head amount to $250: 
and it is understood that one or more of the 
National Breeders’ Associations will dupli- 
cate our premiums in this line. The tests in- 
corporate one, two and three-day tests under 
the supervision of Professor H. J. Wing, su- 
perintenden: dairy department, Georgia Ex- 
periment Station. 

Our classification for sheep embraces four’ 
leading breeds—Merinos, Cotswolds, Southdowns 
and Dorsets. Ful] classes are given, includ- 
ing “‘sweepstakes”’ and grand sweepstakes. 

Promiums for each breed of sheep aggredite 
$100, exclusive of grand sweepstakes, h 
amounts to $35. 

Our classification for swine is generous and 
thoroughly up-to-date. It allows separate en- 
try of antmals of all ages and different sexes, 
and incorporates sweepstakes and ‘‘herd 
prizes’’; also grand sweepstakes Classes 
have been opened for three breeds—Berkshires, 
Poland-Chinas and Essex. 

Premiums for each breed aggregate $300. 
The grand sweepstakes amounts to $50. 
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INSURANCE NOTES 
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Atlanta fire agencies are closely watch- 
ing the meeting of the Southeastern 
Tariff Association now in session at Old 
Point Comfort, Va., for several important 
matters are to be taken up. It is said 
that the meeting will be a great one, 
but knowing ones think differently. 


In the face of this forecast of a placid 
meeting there may spring up a question 
of such importance as will involve the 
existence of the Southeastern Tariff As- 
sociation in its present form and meth- 
ods.

Can rates be maintained under 
the methods in vogue by the Southeastern 
Tariff Association, and, further, can ef- 
fectual remedies be apolied by which this 
end can be maintained? 

Second, Is it possible by a radical 
change of the present cumbersome and 
expensive bureau to devise a simple and 
inexpensive machinery by which may be 
attained the best results in the operation 
of an alliance for the special purpose of 
maintaining rates and methods of good 
underwriting?

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, April 24.—Among the many 
broken precedents which have been recorded 
in the present great Wall street speculation 
must be included the scale and character of 


the professional manipulation for purely sen- 
timental effect or the speculative public at 
large. No such fight against a prevailing ten- 
dency in the market was ever before witnessed 
on the New York stock exchange as that of 
today. Some of the leading operators in the 
recent speculation are credited with the as- 
sertion that there is no amount of stock which 
they will not buy in order to sustain the mar- 
ket for the protection of their favorite stocks. 
Such statements in Wall street are always ac- 
cepted with the allowance due to assertions 
palpably made for effect. Yet today’s market 
gave evidence of astonishing boldfiess and 
aggressiveness in supporting prices by the 
expedient of simply buying everything that 
was offered. Prices were also boldly bid up in 
epite of the increasing weight of the selling 
on the advance. The burden of support seemed 
to grow too heavy toward the latter part of the 
day, although the market had been fairly 
bought to a standstill after the opening. In 
the latter part of the day, however, the bull 
pool seemed to concentrate attention more on 
the few stocks which had been selected‘ for the 
most aggressive manipulation for sustaining 
effect on prices generally and to impress the 
public mind. Union Pacific was the most con- 
spicuous of these, but the speculation was 
also very heavy in St. Paul, Northern Pacific 
and Southern Pacific and Burlington, though 
not largely dealt in, was very zealously sup- 
ported. The total dealings in Union Pacific 
reached an aggregate of 662,800 shares. As 
the total issue of the company’s capital 
amounts to less than 960,000 shares of com- 
mon stock, it is evident that today’s sales 
would have been sufficient to transfer the 
control of the company, had they represented 
actual transfer of stock in any large propor- 
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stocks it amounted to from 2 to 5 points and 
from’ | to 2 points all through the general 
list. This decline offered attractive profits to 
the room traders, and when Union Pacific made 
its final spurt the covering by the bears caused 
some feverish rallies, but the closing was er- 
ratic with new points of weakness developing. 
The action of the market is difficult to ex- 
plain from any news of the day and seemed 
to oe wholly due to technical causes. There 
are those who believe that a very widespread 
feeling existe that the speculation and the 
advance in prices have been overdone, and 
that there is danger of a tight money market 
which would force liquidation on an over- 
strained market. The disposition to draw in 
speculative lines and reduce commitments is 
the outcome of this feeling, but it is evident 
that it is contested by „ very powerful com- 
bination of speculative interests, who are to 
renew the speculative activity and advance.
